New Highways Givinic Motor 
ists Better Routes

With I OOO miles of highway con­ 
struction completed during the 1930 
season, maps of the Pennsylvania 
highway system have undergone 
constant and radical changes as 
mud 
roads 
disappeared. 
Samuel 
Eckels, chief engineer, said today. 
To keep up with construction pro­ 
gress the base map of the weekly 
detour bulletin has been revised 
several times this summer and. as a 
result, the Pennsylvania department 
of highways has been issuing the 
most up-to-date detour bulletin in 
the country. 
Open lines, denoting unimproved 
roads 
and 
the checkered 
lines, 
showing roads under construction, 
have been "blacked in” with solid 
lines, denoting completed Improved 
roads. 
The new map appears this 
week with the issue of the detour 
bulletin for period ending Septem­ 
ber 25. 
Among the most striking changes 
in map lines, showing the tremen­ 
dous road construction carried on 
under high pressure of the depart­ 
ment of highways, is me transfor­ 
mation of traffic Route 43. between 
Harrisburg and Allentown from a 
series of unimproved sections into 
an entirely improved road. which re­ 
duces distances between these points 
approximately fifteen miles.

The pasture condition In Adams 
county for September I, according 
to the Federal-State crop report­ 
ing service in Harrisburg was given 
as 15 per cent and that of corn as 
26 per cent. However the actual 
production Is expected to be some­ 
what higher 
Securing adequate feed for live­ 
stock will likely prove to be a prob­ 
lem in a number of Pennsylvania 
counties this winter, Judging from 
a survey made on August 20 
While a surplus of hay is in­ 
dicated in mor^ than two-thirds 
of the counties, a deficiency of 
corn is apparent in all excepting 
13 counties 
In fact, in only seven 
counties does the visible supply of 
corn promise to be in excess of 
local needs. There will also be a 
deficiency of oats, especially in the 
south central and extreme eastern 
sections of the Commonwealth 
The most fortunate feature of the 
feed situation is the amount of hay 
available in Pennsylvania With the 
exception 
of 
New' 
York 
state. 
Pennsylvania produces on the av­ 
erage more hay per animal unit 
than any other important livestock 
state. 
The average for the past five 
years was 2 28 tons per animal unit. 
compared to 170 in Ohio. I 42 in 
Illinois, and 
106 in 
Iowa 
The 
supply of hay available in Penn­ 
sylvania on August 20. this year 
appeared to be 176 tons per ani­ 
mal unit which is more than is nor­ 
mally produced in most other states 
of the nation

NO 8—A QUESTION OF BRAINS 
The super-team that won four 
American league pennants and three 
world championships in five years 
under Connie Mack’s leadership, 1910 
to 1914, always has represented the 
peak of the old m aster’s achieve­ 
ments. 
It 
was 
Mack's 
greatest 
pride, 
though he enjoyed more personal 
satisfaction 
in 
piloting 
another 
world's championship club 15 years 
later. It was the foremost example 
of his organizing genius, though its 
break-up in 1914 was a bitter blow 
to him. 
“It may sound egotistical, but the 
Athletics were the greatest team oi 
all time, because they had longer to 
go than any of the other famous 
machines in baseball,” Mack wrote 
In 1915. 
"When the team was broken up 
it could have gone along winning 
pennants for about five more years 
had not a combination of circum­ 
stances compelled me to tear apart 
a team that it took much effort to 
put together.” 
The nucleus of this world-beat­ 
ing combination was a pitching 
trio famous for 
all 
tim e—Colby 
Jack Coombs. Crossfire Eddie Plank 
and Chief Charles Albert Bender, 
ihe Indian of whom Mack once told 
me: 
He was the greatest ‘one-game’ 
pitcher I ever saw. 
I ysed to tell 
the Chief to get ready to pitch on a 
certain date. 
He grunted a.^ent. I 
might not see him for days, but on 
the appointed date he would ap­ 
pear, ready and fit, usually unbeat­ 
able. 
"Bender’s only bad habit on the 
mound 
was a tendehcy 
to relax 
when he felt he had the opposition 
under control. 
At such moments 
Harry Davis used 
to walk over 
from first base, berate the Chief in 
good, old-fashioned language. Thus 
admonished, the Indian would bear 
down again.” 
The forthcoming champions gave 
a hint of what was to come by bat­ 
tling the Detroit Tigers in a desper­ 
ate pennant fight in 1909. Before­ 
hand, Mack’s team was considered 
a joke, and a contemporary scribe 
wrote:

only material that other managers 
had turned down.

him of his star backstop,

His infield boasted one vet­ 
eran, Harry Davis at first. 
Baker 
at third, Nichols at short and Col­ 
lins at second all were practically 
novices.

Hartsel aud Danny Mur­ 
phy. 
were 
reputed 
to be ‘going 
back.’ 
“The wise ones called it baseball 
luck’ 
when 
the 
team 
started 
smoothly and predicted they would 
blow. But somehow they didn t. 
"Nichols, the shortstop, was re­ 
placed at the end of the college sea­ 
son by Barry. Just out of Holy Cross, 
who immediately made good. Ba­ 
ker, the tyro at third, was breaking 
up games with his trusty bat. Col­ 
lins, the guardian of second, was 
winning the admiration of oppo­ 
nents by his brilliatn work in every 
department. He was even threat­ 
ening to A-est the batting tumors 
from the mighty Cobb.
